QUESTION — CONVINCED OF

ARBITRATION 

"I am proud to bo associated with 
an initiative meeting oi a Club stk'h 
nu you young men have started hero 
in McGill." With these remarks Mr. 
McFarlnnd opened bis remarks I e 
tore the McGill Canadian Qiub. He 
«ont on to say that the responsibili- 
ty of the members of the Club were 
groat, lie asked the studeuts to 
considor "the Ideal" an ideal for 
tor which practical na n were work- 
ing with a practical end in view. 
"We without being accused of dream- 
ing, ean safely follow the leadership 
of those men. 

"The International Court of abit- 
ral Justice is to be more than a mere 
court of arbitration, but a real court 
of real judges of interuatii mil stand- 
ing, which shall gradually establish 
a body of binding precedent like any 
other court. Its dérisions ate to be 
real ones— and will have their effet 
as precedents. This court will not 1 
substitute diplomatic for Judical 
fotindatii n of justice. Such a court 
will do more to prévint war than any- 
other means— the nations will learn 
to resort to the court, as the states 
of the nation come to the supreme 
court. 

"The first supreme court did not 
have the confidence of the states but ( 
it gradually acquired power nR prcat- 
er men were brought into it. So it 
will be with this great arbitrary 
court of which we are speaking. 

"Anton Burr was afraid to accept 
Alex Hamilton's challenge because 
he knew his county needed him, and 
ho did not want to lose its confi- 
dence. This was in a sense, the only 
means of ndequutcly deciding the 
quarrel. 

"All great questions tomorrow will 
be referred to the International Court 
of Arbitrary .lusticc. In 1915, at 
the meeting of the next Hague Con- 
ference, such a court will, I think lie

In a purely informal manner he 
discuss, d tin 1 political situation in 
the United States with the Daily. 
Asked as to what chance he thought 
Gov, Wood row Wilson had of secur- 
ing the Presidential nomination for 
the Democratic party, Mr. McFar- 
land expressed the most profound be- 
lief in the integrity nml ability of 
Gov. Wib-on, but considered that the 
opposition of the Eastern business in- 
terests would bo disastrous to any 
such candidature. They interpreted 
Gov. Wilson's change of frcnt from 
his ci nservative academic attitude to 
his present somewhat radical posi- 
tion favouring the referendum and 
the recall, as insincere and as being 
a mena e to commercial interests. 
Gov. Ma-sbal, of Indiana, Mr. Mc- 
Knrlund thought would he the most 
likely Democratic candidate, "yet, 
you never can tell what will happen 
in a Democratic convention, and 
whoever gets it must have the en- 
dorsation of Wm. .leanings Bryan " 
He referred to the method of so' [• 
tion in the nomination convention., of 
both inrties; in the Republican Par- 
ty n mere majority vote will suflice 
while the Democratic candidate must 
have two-thirds of ti e delegates he- 
hind him. This he said, led to the 
practice of nominating a number of 
"favourite sons," chiefly governors 
of stntes, and splitting up the vote

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THE NEW BADGE RULES 



It is rather surprising that the new system of badge rules 
which was drawn up by the select committee of tho Athletic 
Association Executive hus elicited so little general discus- 
sion. This is a matter of paramount importanco and one 
which very closely affects every public-spirited McGill man. 
To start the ball rolling, we are about to offer some sug- 
gestions. It is misguided nnd foulitli to attempt to rush 
through any new sot of rules before it has been submitted 
to the most exacting criticism. 

• • • • » 

The first requisite of an adequate set of badge rules is 
that it should be COMPREHENSIVE. It must observe a 
very careful sense of proportion in the matter of drawing 
distinctions between the various branches of atbletics. 
Furthermore there should be a clean cut line drawn be- 
tween mnjor nnd minor sports. The second necessary quali- 
ty of n satisfactory system of badge rules is PERMANEN- 
CY. If the first is attained, the second is a natural con- 
Sequence. 

• • » • • 

During the past two or three years there have been con- 
tinual dissatisfaction and uncertainty with regard to "M" 
rules. As new branches of athletics were added from time 
to time, and as the status of this or that branch received 
specia, impetus from unusual success or increased populari 
ty, there was a constant "chafing" for rearrangement. The 
result was that radical changes were made and a champion- 
ship "M" instituted. This turned out to be a failure, and 
it was not long before nnoth -r radical change was immi- 
nent. 

• » • « « 

And now we a re confronted by an entirely dlflerent system 
of athletic badge rules. Does the system seem to be com- 
prehensive ? Much care has been taken to ensure this, and 
we can safely say that the committee lias been successful so 
far ns is possible from this point of view. All branches of 
athletics are included and although there are many debat- 
able points, on the whole, the rules are certainly compre- 
hensive, So much for this point, what about tbe perman- 
ency of the system and its lasting qualities ? 

• • '• • « * V 

That the McGill athletic badge should be universally re- 
cognized and understood wherever a McGill man may be is 
what we want, to aim at. In order to bring this about, 
tbe rules should be SIMPLE and therefore, FIRMLY ES 
TABLISHED. 

» ... « 

Now does the proposed system tan I the lest of simpli- 
city ? If we might be allowed to venture some criticism, 
it is ill tiiis particular that we would raise •objections. 
There Is mi getting away from the fact that the "M" rules 
submitted by the committee are unduly complicated. It. is 
probable that in I heir endeavour to formulate ft code of 
rules which would include every branch of athletics and 
still maintain a nice discrimination, the members of the 
^committee have worked out a system which roqufres alto- 
gether too much study. There is bound to be morn or less 
confusion and in the. long run so great a number of dis- 
tinctions will breed annoyance and difficulty. 

♦ * » » t 

When you are considering whether or n it the University 
will be committed to an entirely new set o: badge rules it 
would be well to renumber that the experience of other 
colleges teaches that the hes1 badge rules are the simplest. 
We acknowledge the fart quite readily that the formulation 
of 1 ndge rules is a task fraught with innumerable obstacles 
and difficulties. The "M" committee is to be congratulated 
on what they have done. Their suggestions will undoubted- 
ly form the bnsis of a permanent system which will be 
satisfactory to all concerned. This is a matter which can 
be brought to a satisfactory conclusion only by the Inter- 
ested and nctive co-operation of every public-spirited under- 
graduate. If yon have any strong convictions on this sub- 
ject, do not fail to voice them before it is too late. '
